speech ‘suggests, on the surface, that 
matters have reached a deadlock. If 
a deadlock, indeed, has been reached, 
then the time has come for a refe- 
rence of. the Government's offer to the 
Irish people, who are entitled to be con- 
sulted in an extremity which concerns. the 
life and peace of every man, woman, and 
child in the country. If a deadlock has 
not been reached—if Dail Eireann thinks 
that some advance, however small and 
tentative, towards settlement can be 
made—the advance ought to be made 
quickly. To us the Government's 
offer appears to be definite, as well 
as final. Dail Eireann . may hold, 
however, that the offer is capable of a 
sharper definition. In that eyent the 
reply which it will discuss to-day may 
take the shape of a request for further 
information. The country realises that 
the process of settlement may be long and 
tedious. It is willing to be patient if its 
hope is kept alive by any movement, how- 
ever slight, in the direction of peace. 
For such movement it scans the political 
horizon intensely from day to day. Mr. 
Lloyd George tells the electors of 
Caerphilly that Anglo-Irish history has 
been for ages “a catalogue of disastrous 
blunders, of endless opportunities lost.’’ 
Ireland still refuses to believe that the 
culminating blunder is at hand—that the 
final opportunity is about to be thrown 
away. 


A New Colony. 


One of the minor problems which have 
been left to the British people as a legacy 
of the war is the question of government 
in the former German Colonies. In 
an official report on the Tanganyika 
territory‘ in what formerly was known 
as German East Africa, Captain St. 
J. Orde-Browne, O.B.E., gives an 
interesting survey of German methods. 
The Germans’ way of ruling the natives 
was comparatively simple. They picked 
out a few powerful Akidas—who are nearly 
all Arabs or Swahili and have no sympathy 
whatever with native ideas or habits— 
told then how much money must be pro- 
duced by taxes and how many “boys” 
were required for labour purposes, and left 
these gentlemen to do the rest. The 
Akidas undoubtedly saved the German 
officials a great deal of trouble, but the 
“farming’® of taxes was a pernicious 
system and hit the natives very hard. The 
difficulty now, it seems, is to get rid 
of the Akidas. Captain Orde-Browne is 
opposed to a drastic change. “I should 


Unfortunately, at the last moment this 
enterprise was abandoned in consequence 
of the shortage of money; but it may be 
put to the test next year. The American 
and the Canadian authorities have em- 
ployed airships to guide their fishing fleets 
during the last two years, and the results 
have been most satisfactory, especially in 
the blue waters of the Pacific. A like 
measure of success may not be attained 
in the waters round the British Isles, 
which are-more opaque than those off the 
Western and Eastern coasts of the United 
States. Nevertheless, the observations 
made during war-time leave little doubt 
that airships could solve some of the 
fishermen's difficulties.

QUESTION OF ACCELERATION. 

The question of accelerating the morning 
mail from Dublin to Cork is being considered 
by the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company. Some difficulties are being experi- 
enced in running the train at an earlier hour 
than at present, but it is hoped that these will 
be overcome, and an announcement made 
shortly. 

The mail train now leaves Kingsbridge at 
7.35 a.m.. and arrives in Cork at 11.35 a.m., so 
that the English mails are not delivered m 
that city until an hour later. This does not 
leave much time for merchants to reply to their 
correspondence on the same day, as the out- 
going mail leaves Cork for Dublin at 2.45 p.m. 

At .present the three trains--the Great 
Southern and Western, the Miffland Great 
Western, and the Great Northern—meet the 
boat at Kingstown, and are brought from the 
pier to Amiens street as one combined train. 
At Amiens street they are divided, and this 
entaila some delay before the Great Southern 
and the Midland trains get under way. 

Our -reprosentative was informed at the offices 
of the Great Southern Company yesterday that 
an acteleration of the mail train service can 
only be brought about by another expedient, 
and this hag been experimented upon within the 
last few days. 

** By heving our own independent train,” eaid 
a prominent official, “we could run Tight 
through to Kingsbridge from Kingstown with- 
mat stopping at Amiens street, and this would 
save at least fifteen minuf®s. Of course, if 
this arrangement were adopted jt could only 
be carried out at some logs. In the meantime, 
while nothing definite has been settled, “the 
matter is rec0iving our beet attention.” 

As to the outgoing mai! train from Cork in 
the afternoon, it wae stated that if a later hour 
were desired for the departure of this train 
the only solution would be for the boat to leave 
Kingstown at a later hour. The train arrives 
at Kingebridge at present at 640 o'clock. 
Formerly the train left Cork at 3.30 o'clock, 
and arrived in Dublin at 7.20 o'clock. 

Inquiries at the Midland Great Western 
and the Dublin and. South-Eastern offices 
elicited the information that no change is 
probable on their lines. 


BANTRY TAKES ACTION. 
Our Bantry Correepondent,  tclegraphing

In his AA or 
a discussion at this moment would be 
contrary to the public interest. 

In Ministerial circles it is not expected 
that the considered reply of Sinn Fein to 
the Government's offer can be received this 
week. The prospect seems to be, there 
fore, that Parliament will be “up ” before 
the character of the reply becomes known. 
The Labour’ Party agreed to-day, with 
other sections, that any debate on the 
Irish question in existing .circumstances 
would be, to say the least, inopportune. 

At the end of fo-day’s sitting the House 
of Commons will have virtually com- 
pleted ifs own programme of business. 
But it is doubtful at the moment 
whether the prorogation can take place, 
aps provisionally arranged, on Friday.

The average Irishman is not careless of 
principles and theories in politics, but he 
gives substantial weight to its material 
aspects.

A CURIOUS SITUATION. 

The Press Association says:—The double de- 
feat of the Government in the Flouse of Lords 
\esterday in Committee on the Safeguarding of 
Industries Bill has created a curious and un- 
precedented situation. Although the bill has 
been certified by the Speaker as a money bill, 
the Lorde have insisted on amending it in two 
respects, one amendment allowing free impor- 
tation of agricultural implements, and the other 
reducing from three years to two years the 
period during which the anti-dumping provi- 
sions are to be in operation. Should the House 
of Commons disagree with these amendmenta 
and the Lords persist, the provisions of the 
Parliament Act with regard to money bille will 
come into operation, and the bill must be pre- 
sented to the King after a month's delay for 
the Royal Assent. The cxpectation, however, 
is that an agreement will be arrived at between 
the two Houses in the course of today or Fri- 
day, and that the bill will pass in the usual 
manner.

THE INQUEST OPENED AND ADJOURNED, 

An inquest was held in the Mater Infirmorum 
Hospital, Belfast, yesterday, into the death of 
John O'Neill, Jabourer, Annagliboe, Coalisland, 
who died as a result of gunshot wounds. 

Evidence of identification was given by Joseph 
O'Neill, dealer, of Magheramulkeeny, County 
Tyrone, a brother of the deceased. He accom- 
panied the wounded man in the ambulance to 
the Mater Infirmorum Hospital. 

The only other witness was Dr. Morris, who 
stated that a bullet had entered O’Neill’s chest 
and passed through the stomach and kidney. 
His cage was hopeless from the start, and death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage. ; 

Dr. Graham (Coroner) intimated that it was 
not proposed id“S*oceed any further with th: 
inquiry, which was hurriedly held to enable the 
velatives to bring home the body. He added 
that the matter would be fully investigated else- 
where, and that there wae no evidence to show 
how the man had met his death. 

A Juror—According to the newspapers to-day 
it was quite evident that the man has been 
foully murdered. 

The Coroner explained that the matter was 
being investigated in Dungannon, and a police- 
man present declared that the police were 
searching the country for the suspects. 

fhe jury then returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with the medical evidence. 


POLICE CONSTABLE CHARGED 
WITH MURDER, 


PLEA OF INSANITY UPHELD. 

At the Victoria Barracks, Cork, yesterday, a

Sean Sheehan, constable, of the R.1.C., on the 
charge of having, on June 30 last, wilfully 
so cin Joseph H. Burke, another constable, 
at Templemore, County Tipperary. 

When the Court opened yesterday, the Presi- 
dent announced that the question of the pri- 
soner’s mental condition was etill open. 

A medical witness stated that he had the 
accused under observation since the llth inst. 
The accused wes nervous, depressed, and con- 
fused. He complained of pain, was very erno- 
tional, and frequently cried. There was marked 
tremour, which practically never stopped. 
While awake he complained of queer feeling at 
the back of his head, and seemed to be always 
afraid. He had constant delusion of persecu- 
tion, and in a conversation witness had with 
him he said—” Everybody ia down on me, and 
I am tormented by everybody.” The accused 
was. suffering from melancholia, and wae in- 
sane. 

Other evidence having been given, 

The President announced that the Court had 
carefully considered the further evidence ten- 
dered, and were very much impressed by the 
medical evidence. They found by reason of the 
accused's insanity that he was unable to take 
his trial. 

It was intimated that the accused would be 
dealt with according to military regulations.

RAISULI’S ADVENTURES IN 
MOROCCO, 


THE POSITION DEFINED, 

The 1 Special Correspondent in Tangiers, 
cabling a report of the state of affairs existing 
in Spanish Morocco, says :— 

It is Raisuli’s intention to demand that the 
Spanish zone shall be entirely severed from 
the rest of Morocco and its independence de- 
clared. In short, while previous to the Melilla 
disaster, Raisuli aimed at a viceroyalty, he now 
demands a sultanate. Complicated as this situa- 
tion would be by itself, there ase other and 
more disturbing factors. The victorious Riffs 
have despatched an army under the Shereef, 
Sid Hamid el Vazzani, to aid or destroy Raisuli, 
according as his intentions made prove to be 
Nationalist of pro-Spanish. These forces, ad- 
vancing westward, have passed through the 
Chomara districts, where they burned the vil- 
Jages of tribesmen favourable to the Spaniards, 
and even destroyed the residence of the holy 
and famous Derkaw Shereef, who is a staunch 
aiherent of Spain. They are now approaching 
Raisuli’s mountain district. Acting, doubtless, 
under the pressure of this menace, Raisuli has 
committed an open act of aggression against 
the Spanish troops, and on Wednesday last his 
own band of tribesmen attacked a contingent 
of Spanish soldiers near Khemis, m the Beni 
Aros country. Details are wanting, but ithe 
Spaniards suffered losses. 

I am informed that the Riffs have offered 
Raisuli the supreme command of the entire 
Spanisly zone if he will take up arms against. 
Spain. Raisuli has now ihe choice of seeking 
the protection of the Spaniards, or, by availing 
himself of this new situation, of declaring war 
in the western part of the Spanish zone. It is 
impossible to foretell his decision, but, whatever 
it may be, he will be influenced solely by his 
own ambitions and his own interests. In any 
case, the new chapter is opening with 
grossing problem. 


SENATOR LODGE AND

A Committee of the National League of 
Women Voters called at the White House to- 
day. and asked the President io appoint a 
woman member to the American Delegation to 
the Disarmament Conference. Upon their de- 
parture they declared themselves satisfied that 
women would in some way be represented, and 
they quoted the President as having said. “I 
am very anxious to have the influence and in- 
tuitions of women utilised in this great Con- 


ference. 
THE FRENCH DESIRE. 

A Paris telegram of Wednesday savs---The 
E-riatr learns that M. Briand will not seek 
when he goes to attend the Washington Con- 
ference, to confine the debate to the question 
of disarmament only. The Prime Minister, it 
says, would consider it a suilabie opportunity 
to raise the majority of the big international 
questions, and to develop in company w ith 
America the legitimate aims of French policy 
throughout the world.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

Alderman wy, SNE in dealing with the acti- 
vities of the Sinn Fein Local Government 
Board, referred to the resultg of the propor- 
tional representation system in the Municipal 
and Parhamentary elections. In reference to 
the Housing Act, he mentioned that consider- 
able assistance was given to the Government by 
the representatives of North-East Ulster. These 
reat financiers staked their reputation upon 
the success of the scheme, but it was significant 
that for a period of over two years not twelve 
cottages had been erected in any pert of Ire- 
land on the strength of that particular Act of 
Parliament. The passing of the Act was meant 
to show the Irish people in particular that its 
authors cotid do more for the Irish people than 
the Irish people eould do for themselves. His 
Department, among other mattérs, had in 
hands the question of the abolition of the work- 
houses, institutions which bred a peculiar race, 
people who had no civic pride or sense of civic 
responsibility. A great attempt was now being 
made to wipe out the workhouse, as it was 
known, and to proyide, instead, district hos- 
pitals and country homes for tho aged and 
infirm. 


THE REPUBLICAN ARMY. 


Mr. Cathal Brugha, Minister of Defence, spoke 
solely in Irish when submitting his report, 
which he explained was not a written one, but if 
any member of the Dail wanted information on 
any aspect of the work yh + Ministry he was 
ready to give it. It was sufficient to state now 
that both he and the Ministry were fully 
satisfied with the position of the army at the 
present time. The Ministry was divided into 
sections, each of which had a responsible head, 
and each person in charge of each section was 
well pleased with what had been done by the 
section, and as the President had that day said 
they would strengthen themselves henceforth to 
improve their efficiency. (Applause.) When the 
President. was putting his statement before them 
on Tuesday—and he said almost the same thing 
that day—he stated that they were ready to 
suffer death for that Free State. On behalf 
of the men who were doing the fighting it was 
his duty to say that they prin 4 behind the 
Dail. (Applause.} The members of ihe Dail 
had taken the oath of an to the Irish 
Republic, The same thing had been done by 
the fighting men, and he could state—and he 
did not state it in any threatening sense, but 
as a fact—that the men Were prepared to stand 
by that oath no matter what the consequences 
might be. (Applause.) In conclusion, he said: 
“We will not be deterred by any threats of 
John Bull or any other boaster.”’ (Applause.) 


TRADE AND COMMERCE, 


In his account of the activities of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, Mr. Ernest 
Blythe explained that the reason why only com- 
paratively few consulates had been established 
wes the question of expense. The results, 
though naturally slow, were of increasing im- 
portance. Their numbers would be increased, 
and their resources extended. These represen- 
tatives of Irish trade had done great work in 
putting people in touch with the markets for 
Irish goods, and even firms which were called 
Unionist were not a bit shy in asking for help 
in disposing cf their goods and getting in touch 
with the markets. Dealing with the Irish 
Packing Company, he said that it would be a 
great matier to keep money and employment 
in the country. If the cattle were slaughtered 
here work would be provided for 8,000 people, 
without taking into account the subsigiary in- 
dustries. In his Department they were of 
opinion that the industry ocúid best be de- 
veloped by the formation of a co-operative 
society of the farmers. They had set to work 
and succeeded in establishing a project in 
Waterford, for which a sum unprecedented m 
ihe history of the co-operative movement was 
collected, viz., £200,000. On account of the 
sabotage and outrage that had taken place no 
puildin work had yet been undertaken, but 
it would be undertaken shortly, and he had no 


‘doubt that as the result of the project a very 


revolutionary effect would be seen in the trade 
and agriculture of the country, because there 
was no more wasteful form of trade than the 
export of fat cattle from Ireland. Referring to 
the boycott on certain English goods, he said that, 
within a month of the boycott, Irish manufac- 
turers were enabled to increase their output 
threefold, and many of them were now putting 
in new machinery. He also referred to the 
activities of the various commissions of inquiry 
that had been appointed to deal with. the Irish 
industral revival, and paid tribute to the work 
done by these bodies. 


IRISH FISHERIES. 


Mr. Etchingham, in his report on Irish 
fisheries, said that State assistance would always 
be necessary to maintain the fishing industry qn 
a proper basis, and, in a measure, Btate contro 
was essential. The example of Norway in this 
particular was, perhaps, the best for Ireland to 
follow. The organisation of the fishermen into 
co-operative societies was the first step; the 
establishment of a federation of fishing societies 
the second. This federation should manage the 
entire business, and should establish a national 
brand—a guarantee of quality and quantity. 
lt should introduce new methods of sú 
and cure, and by this means raise the standar 
of quality, and place Irish-caught fish in the 
forefront of the world's food supplies. Up to 
the present, conditions prevented the carrying 
out of such a programnic. Even the motor boat 
provided for the fishermen of Tory was de- 
stroved by the enemy forces. The complaint of 
salesmen and buyers in the Dublin fish market 
of the manner in which “ bottoms,” or trawl fish, 
were sent up for sale was investigated, and the 
conditions were found 10 be even worse than re- 
ported. To meet the situation, a pamphiet had 
been prepared giving directions in cleaning and 
gutting the fish, also how to grade and pack. 
Owing to the increased cost of transit, none but 
high-priced fish could be sent to the Dublin 
market, and the necessity for establishing local 
markets for dealing with the cheaper, but none 
the less valuable, food would be recognised. 


DEPARTMENT OF HOME 
AFFAIRS. 

Austin Stack, in his report on home 
affairs. seid that since the last session the Re- 
publican courts had made some progress. Owing 
te enemy action—death and arrest of justices 
and officials—the courts for a time fell into 
abeyance in many places. They were going 
again, however, in almost every part. © the 
country, and ere long it was expected that they 
vould be re-established, and in such a es 
position that no effort on the part of the Britis 
forces would be able to dislodge them. The 
Republican police had been established practi- 
cally throughout the entire country. This force 
was certain to prove an efficient arm of the 
“ Government ” in the maintenance of ordet 
and in the execution of court orders. The work 
of the brigade police officers would be heavy 
and responsible, and he ere to make these 
men whole-time officials. or this purpose ha 
vould move for a financial vote. teps which 
had been taken had had a very good effect in 


‘checking the flow of young people out of Ire- 


lend. Emigration agenis wore being made to 
comply with the law of the repubhe. The 
ficures for the months of May, June, and July, 
whilst not absolutely satisfactory, showed a 
decided falling-off when compared with the num. 
her of persons who left the country during the 
same period in former years. zs. 

Mr. Francis Fahy reported on the position of 
the Irish language. 

Mr. Art O’Connor, substitute Minister for 
Agriculture, submitted a report dealing with 
land acquisition schemes and the general con- 
dition of agriculture, and emphasising the need 
for tillage. 

Mr. David Kent, speaking to the report, urged: 
that when they got the opportunity they should 
place agriculture on a proper footing. 


PUBLICITY. 


Mr. Erskine Childers dealt with the work of 
the Publicity Department, and mentioned that 
recently an analysis of some foreign papers pro- 
duced interesting results. 117 papers were 
taken. They came from every country in 
Europe practically. Only eight of them could 
be definitely described as anti or hostile to Ire- 
land. Forty-eight could be deseribed as de- 
finitely in favour of Ireland, and the remainder— 
about sixty—were neutral, bui gave great 
emphasis to Irish news, and, on the whole, acted 
fairly. He also gave details of the statistical 
activity of the Department. The Department 
encouraged Irish authors to produce works of 
national! interest and representative of the cul- 
ture of Ireland. 

The various reports were either adopied or re- 
ferred for consideration to private session. 

Mr. de Valera then anáil that the remainder 
of the business be referred to a private session. 

The Deputy Speaker declared the public 
session adjourned, and announced that the Dail 
would assemble in private session in the 
momning.

WAR CRIMINALS, 


Mr. Bottomley asked the Prime Minister what 
agreement had been arrived at between the 
Allies in regard to the trial of the alleged 
German war criminals, and what steps were 
being taken to secure that none of the untried 
persons should escape from Germany. 

Sir Gordon Hewart said an Inter-Allied Com- 
mission had been appointed to advise on the 
matter. The answer to the second part of the 
question was that no steps of the kind had 
been found practical. 

Mr. Bottomley—Does that mean that when 
the Commission comes to a conclusion aw io the 
remainder of the trials we may find that not a 
single alleged war criminal is in Germany? 
Bory Gordon Hewart—No, it does not mean

Mr. Bottomley—It must mean that. 


THE PROROGATION. 


Mr. Chamberlain, replying to Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, said that it was hoped it would be 
possible on Thursday to complete the remain- 
ing stages of any bills on the Order Paper and 
to consider the amehdments to measures coming 
from the House of Lords. It was possible that 
the amendments to the Railways Bill would not 
be received from the House of Lords in time 
for consideration on Thursday. and after the 
disposal of any necessary business he would 
move the adjournment of the House, and the 
Prime Minister would. take the opportunity of 
making his promised statement with regard to 
the recent Imperial Conference. As regards the 
prorogation, that must depend on the proceed- 
ings of the House of Lords, and it was pos- 
sible that the Government would have to ask 
the House to sit ou Saturday. 


THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION, 


Captain Coote asked whether it would he 
possible to arrange for some statement as to 
the progress of negotiations with the Egyptian 
Delegation. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he would consult 
the Marquis Curzon, but, subject to cor- 
rection, he was under the impression that the 
negotiations had not reached a stage at which 
any statement could be made with advantage 
to the public interest. 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS. 


Mr. Hilton Young, in reply to Sir F. Flan- 
nery, who asked whether his attention had 
been called to numerous resolutions passed by 
meetings of ex-Service men protesting against 
the uction of the Government in allowing oon- 
scientious objectors to go back to their jobs in 
the Crvil Service while there were over 500,000 
ex-Service men who could not obtain employ- 
ment, said that he was aware that objection 
had been taken by certain ex-Service men’s 
associations to the reinstatement of conscientious 
objectors in the Civil -Berviee. The only civil 
servants who had been ko reinstated were those 
who had proved that they had a bona fide 
conscientious objection io military service, and 
who had complied with all the requiremente of 
the law. The period during which the employ- 
ment of conscientious objectors in the Civil Ser- 
vice was interrupted did not count for Civil Ser- 
vice purposes, such as increment and pension, 
whereas the period of absence of a civil ser- 
vant with the forces did so reckon. 

Sir F. Flannery asked if it was the considered 
policy of the Government to reinstate conscien- 
tious objectors in Government employ while re- 
fusing to reinstate men who from patriotic 
motives had only technically broken the regula- 
tions. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Hilton Young said that it was the Go- 
vernment’s considered policy in this matter not 
to inflict a penalty upon a conscientious objector 
other than had been imposed by the House. 

Earl Winterton asked if he would bring to 
the notice of the Prime Minister that 99 per 
cent. of the people in the country and their re- 
presentatives in the House were against con- 
scientious objectors being taken back. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Hilton Young promised io bring the 
views expressed before the Prime Minister. 


TRAINING EX-SERVICE MEN.

Is this 
princip.s generally admitted? I think it is not. 

know of no kingdom, empire, or republic, 
which would allow a constituent part to secede, 
unless compelled to do so. 

Ireland ie part of the ‘ United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland.” Since 1800 Ireland 
has accepted this fact by sendipg representa- 
tives to the Imperial Parliament/ who took the 
Gath of allegiance to the British Sovereign. In 
the year 1 about 2,000 armed men suddenly 
rosé, seized Dublin by force, and prociaimed 
an irish Republic. Will any sane man main- 
tain that this act constitutes a moral claim to 
independence? Or can you expect the rest of 
the United Kingdom to concede it? Simn Fein 
Ireland will not admit the right of secession to 
Imperial Ulster. How, then, can Sino Fein 
Ireland claim the right of secession from the 
United Kingdom? If it were true that some 
part of Ireland has continuously struggled for 
independence, it is equally true that Ulster has 
continuously struggled for union with Great 
Britain. 

Mr. de Valera’s fallacy is that he claims a 
right for himself and his party which he will not 
concede to others. There is no such thing on 
this planet as absolute self-determination. Bach 
one a right of seli-determinatioh is limited and 
conditioned by the same right ‘in others. 

It is 4 remarkable fact that, while individuals 
and States are arguing about moral prineiples, 
the Church is silent and gives no help.—Yours, 
ete., DupLxgr FLeTcHer.

THE REPUBLICAN OATH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,.—As a keen student of Trish and Irish 
affairs, one who is interested in even the 
smallest points that concern national develop- 
ment, I should like to ask some of your learned 
readers for the exact equivalent of the term 
Saorstat na AEireann, or for some information 
as to its origin. The point, though it seems of 
little or no importance, aseumes great weight 
when, savy, the oath of allegiance taken by 
members of 1n Ddii Éireann is considered. 

The word Saorstat is, 1 know, really Saorstaid, 
which means literally “Free State”: and, 
although it is not to be found in the older Irish 
dictionaries, it is given in Dinneen’s larger 
work, which was published in 1904. It seems, 
too, that Dinneen first found the word in the 
expression, Saorstaid na ngras, or “state of 
race but ome cannot trace any connection 
4 tween this and Saorstaid na AKirrunn. 

The question is: Are members of An Dail 
Éireann, pledging themselves to an Irish Re- 
public, or not, when subscribing to this oath? 
fhe equiralent of '“ Republic” is given by Lane 
as Pothlidcacht, wich has been the name of 
one of the many journals floated by Young Ire- 
land. Lane also gives (omh-fhlattheas, which 
is also the word given for “ Republic” in the 
Gaelic dictionary published by the Highland 
Bociety. The literal translation of this is, of 
course, ‘confederation of kingdoms,” and 
would be more applicable the old Irish 
polity than any other term. 

But. anyway, who invented the term Svorstag 
and what is its exact meaning »—Yours, ete.,
